The  trend  of  the  past  fev;  years  of  a declining  population  has 
continued,  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for 
inid~1971  being  17,990  compared  ^ith  l8,800  in  1970  and  18,940  in 

1969©  Prior  to  1969  a decline  occ’jrred  every  year  since  1965  v;hen  the 

highest  population  of  the  past  few  years  was  recorded  of  19,250* 

The  birth  rate  is  up  on  1970  and  1969,  being  251  compared  with 
244  and  236  in  these  ^rears  respectivelyo  The  Adjusted  Birth  Rate 
of  l6*l  is  just  above  the  average  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole,  which  is  most  satisfactoryc 

The  total  numbers  of  deaths,  244,  is  up  on  1970  but  the  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  of  9oi  is  well  below  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wal^s 
as  a wholCf  The  main  causes  of  death  are  diseases  associated  with  the 
heart  and  circulation,  which  is  characteristic  of  the  country  as  a 
whole c Deaths  from  cancer  represent  about  a si:rth  of  the  total,  v^hich 

again  is  about  the  average  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  year  v/as  very  free  from  infectious  disease,  Sven  measles, 
which  is  the  main  infectious  disease  to  occur  in  epidemic  form  novra-days, 
was  at  a very  lov;-  ebb,  only  five  cases  being  notified,  compared  v/itli 
around  8C  cases  in  each  of  the  two  previoiis  years.  There  were  ho\^ver 
15  cases  of  saLnonella  food  poisoning,  most  of  which  occurred  in  farm 
v/orkers  or  their  families,  contracted  from  infected  animals. 

I conclude  Mr-,  Chairman,  by  thanking  you  and  your  committee  members 
for  the  interest  you  have  shovm  in  the  Health  Department’s  work  during 
the  yeaVo

The  number  of  samples  of  water  taken  from  private  sources  a,nd 
sent  for  bacteriological  examination  was  42  cind  of  this  nui:iber  22 
were  satisfactory  and  20  unsatisfactory,  A further  26  samples  v;ere 
fort/arded  for  nitrate  analysis  and  of  these  17  were  satisfactory 
(belov/  20  p,p,m, ) and  9 unsatisfactory. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  dealt  with  by  t!ie  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Ipswich,  and  the  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out 
by  Messrs,  Lincoln,  Button  & Wood,  Norwich, 

Where  samples  have  proved  unsatisfactory,  advice  on  alternative 
soiurces  and  remedial  measures  continued  to  be  given#  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  where  householders  have  been  using  a doubtful  v/ater  supply 
v/ithout  apparent  ill  effects,  they  are  sometimes  reluctant  to  give  up 
that  source.  They  often  point  out  that  the  water  was  tested  some  years 
ago  and  consequently  it  must  be  satisfactory,  Tliis  ignores  the  fact 
that  shallow  well  v;ater  is  constantly  changing  and  a series  of  samples 
^vlll  show  tills  to  be  the  case.

This  may  be 
due  in  part  to  the  stead/  amount  of  publicity  which  is  provided  at 
national  level  but  in  rural  areas  the  interest  is  probably  maintained  by 
example  and  observation  of  successf’ol  schemes. 

No  applications  for  grant  were  refused  during  the  year,  a,  fact 
which  indicates  the  success  of  the  Councils  approach  to  the  problem. 

These  are  the  clear  xvish  to  encoijrage,  within  the  conditionSg  the 
improvement  of  dwellings  and  the  assistance  and  advice  v/hich  applicants 
receive  prior  to  making  a formal  submission. 

HOUSING  SURVEY 

The  figures  which  follow  were  included  in  last  years  Annual  Report 
but  are  repeated  this  year  since  part  of  the  survey  took  place  in  the 
year  under  reviev;. 

The  inspections  of  the  houses  which  v;ere  carried  out  were  not  detailed 
or  exhaustive  but  v;ere  intended  to  give  a broad  view  of  the  housing 
conditions  in  the  district.  In  the  mainj  the  s'irvey  covered  those 
dwellings  with  a rateable  value  of  £19  and  under.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  vehicles  in  daily  operation  were  three  Dennis  Norba  60  cu,  yd. 
freighters  with  one  Ford  Norba  50  cu.  yd.  vehicle  in  use  as  a relief. 
Each  vehicle  being  crewed  by  one  driver  and  tv/o  loaders.  A weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  district  with  approx- 
imately 60^  of  the  properties  receiving  a back  door  collection.  At  the 
turn  of  the  year,  consideration  was  being  given  to  a further  improvement 
in  the  service  to  give  a back  door  collection  throughout  the  district. 

It  was  anticipated  that  when  this  was  introduced  approximately  40^  of 
the  properties  would  be  using  a sack  system  of  collection. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  from  the  district  and  from  Saxmundliam  Urban  District  Council 
was  pulverised  at  the  Yoxford  pulveriser.  Tipping  of  the  p-olverised 
material  took  place  at  Marlesford  and  new  pits  were  brought  into  use  at 
Haw  Wood  La,ne,  Darsham.  Consultations  were  in  progress  with  Leiston 
Urban  District  Council  to  pulverise  the  refuse  from  that  authority.

The  type  of  use  of  the  caravans  has  remained  similar  to  that  in 
previous  years.  The  vans  are  mainly  let  for  weekend  and  holiday  use. 
During  the  winter  some  a,re  laagered  and  v;hcn  the  season  starts  at  Easter 
they  are  placed  in  the  position  they  will  occupy  until  the  autumn.  The 
space  available  for  the  touring  ban  is  limited  since  in  most  cases  the 
site  is  fiiLly  occupied  by  the  permanent  holiday  van.  There  is  therefore  a 
tendency  for  the  licensed , number  to  be  exceeded  and  this  is  particularly 
the  case  during  the  ’banlc’  holiday  weekends. 

V/here  planning  consent  is  given  to  operate  a holiday  caravan  site 
there  is  a, natural  tendency  for  the  site  operator  to  place  on  the  site  a 
number  of  '^permanent’  holiday  vans  since  these  offer  a certain  return  on 
his  capital  expenditure.  I'/hen  applications  for  new  sites  are  being  made 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  reservation  of  a niiinber  of  pitches 
for  touring  vans.
